colours tocloke their hatred with from the eyes of men, It appeares by 


the univerfality of their hatred to godly perfons, If their hatred were 
_ particular to fome,it might befiurmifed it came from fome particular 
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Fireh. 
caufe of difference, But experience fhewes it to begenerall, their {pirits 
are imbittered Te thofe that they never had any dealing with,their 
hearts rife againtt thofe they never fav, if they heare or conceive them 
to be Precifians,Puritans,R ound-heads,or if there be any other Appel- 
~ Jation by which they denominate godly perfons. Though the fame per- 
fons were delightfull to them before,though they were efteemed & pray- 
fed by them,yet when once they begin to be godly they loath them, vi- 
lifiethem,abufe them. It appeares further,in that they hate them not- 
withftanding neare relations,by reafon of which nature teacheth them 
to love them.

Exod, 18. 11. Now I :know that the Lerd greater. then all Gods: 
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in the thing wherein’ they dealt prowtlly bee was above them. 
Secondly, This fhould Itrengthen our faith,and encourage iis to feeke 
unto God and rely ay him, even then when ‘in our owne 1 yrucd 
_ fion webe at the weakelt, and the enemy moft potent. So did. ebofa~ 
_ phats2 Chron. 20,12. O our God wilt thon not judge them? For wee ne 
might againft this great company thst commeth againft we : neither know wee 
rat to doe : but our eyes are upon thee. And fi e after, ver/, 45, Bee not 
afraid nur difmayed by reafon of this great multitude : for the battell is not yours 
but Gods. Beitthat wee be broughttogreat ftraights, fo that we fee 
no way of efcape, no meanes of helpe, yet let oureyes be fixed on the 
power that is above, {till keepe up your heart with prayer

Army, yea itis more then great forces, By it the Saints have obtained 
victories, e(Capad the edge of the Sword, Heb.11.34. Marke whatHe. 
nanithe Seer told A/a, 2Chron.16.7,8,9. Because thou baft relied om the 
 Kingof Syria, and not relied on the Lord thy God, therefore is the boaft of the 
| King of Syria efcaped out of thine band, Were not the Ethiopians and Lue 
bins a buge ef with very many Chariots and berfémen? yet becanje thou didft 
veliewn the Lord be delivered them into thine hand ? F or the eyes of the Lord run 
to and fro throrow out the whole earth to few bimfelfe ftrong in tie bebalfe 
them beart is perfeCl toward bim. Thetruthis: Faith is our grea 
ftrength; Armies be of no power without God,and when God makes an

Army-to bea fcourgeto a people, it is likely becaufe they want faich in 
_-God for deliverance. Oh that chen our hearts might be eftablifhed upen 
God, whatever ftraights wee are brought to, that wee could leanne to 


 cling,and reft, and hang upon him by faith, though outward helpe — 


faile.. He is the Lordot hofts, the God ofall power and wiledome: 
Let our faith in God be ftrong, though.the arme of fiefh wee ule bee 
Thirdly, if God expert in deliverance, we fhould learneto waite 
‘upon God,and to ftay his time for deliverance, God doth not deli- - 
ver according to thy will, but according to his owne purpofe, and 
therefore we fhould quieét our felves in his wifedomeand care, patient+ 
ftaying till he be pleafed to fend deliverance. We are ready toan- 
ticipate Gods worke, to prefcribe the way and. time of deliverance, 
if they faile ro begin to grow weary with waiting ,.yeato draw 
-defperate conclufions therefrom, and all is becaule wee have not leare 
ned this leon, that the Lord knoweth how to deliver when mandoth 
not.; that his wayes are un{earchable and paft finding ourby ns, that 
he refervech the ordering of meanes, the time when, and theextentof

give great praife unto Ged. Let us then with our whole heart 


deliverance how farre it {hall reach. Learne then to. bee contented 
though hee difappoint thee in the way of deliverance thou fixett thy 


 tltoughts and hopes on,and keepe up thy confidence in God. his faith- 


fulneffeand power. Remember that of the Prophet,J/2.28,16, He that 

beleeveth {hall not make hafte. 
Fourthly, ifit be the Lordthat knowes how to deliver, thenwhen 
we havedeliverance,we mutt remember to magnifie his wifedom, good- 


- neffe,care,vigilancy and providence. And this is the proper bulineffe 


of thisday. God hath given a great deliverance to this Citie. And [ 


befeech you to confider to whom it can bee afcribed but to him, It 


were extreame fottifhnefle for any man to imagine that fuch a delive- 
rance came oY chance, that ic was hap-hazzard,uncertaine blinde For- 
tune that did fo difcover and prevent a plot fo long before contrived, 


‘and fo neere the accomplifhment, nor can it be conceived to haye been 


by theforelight of men. The truth is, all forts of perfons were in a— 
dubious and trembling condition. A plot was feared, but whatit 
might be,or what,way to difcover it, I fuppofe the Agents in the difco- 
very knew not tillGod dire&ted fome unexpeCted]y to give intelligence, 


_ Thofe that fate at the fterne here will acknowledge they were at aitand, _ 


and knew not what.to doe: thofe that fcemed belt to underftand the 
ftate of things,here conceived them in a hopeleffe condition. Ifthenit 
cannot be aicribed to fortune, or to men, to whom fhal] weeafcribe . 
‘the delivery butto God ?Doubtleffle they ftiew themfelves arrant fooles, 

doaters,fottifh perfons,{tupid wretchesthat will not fay,Digitus 
Deaeft bic, herein is the finger of God, Thata plot contrived with fo 
much cunning, broughton fo neere to an iffue, fhould even then bee - 
difcovered, even then be prevented when it wasto be a&ted, withfuch © 
amercifull prefervation of thofe againft whom it was intended,bindes — 


acknowledge,that great hath the wifedome, providence and vigilancy 


 . OfGod beene over this place in difcovering and preventing this plot. . 


“Fomake us more fentible hereof, let us confider the greatnefle of the 


by the number of perfans delivered, even_many choufands of 
_ “Tives in all likelihood, ‘a whole City, and'a great City preferved: Yea 


‘doubtleffe thofe that conceived themfelves fafe enough have caufe to 
ackyowledge their deliverance. Let men dreame of a word or afigne — 


asafecuritiefor them:-alas! ina furious concourfe, while men are ih 


heate of blood doe. yee thinke they can attend to.obferve and tharke 
word, ‘alitcie white Tape in the bofome or inthe hat’? Alas! who 
May not eafily Conceive that in ftich a.confufion as muft needs have been 
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_ _ atthe rifing up and entring of fo great forces into a City, in fuch hur- 

> ly Barly, in fuch fighting there would have beene little diftin&tion 
made ot inhabitants, yea poffibly (as is ufuall in fuch fights ) their 

owne Forces fome of them might have fuffered as enemies. It iseafie 

tu conceive that not onely s, but alfoperfons would have perifh- 

- ed’together. And therefore they that imagined themfelves fafee- 

~ nough by reafon of the good will they thought the parties plotting 
and invading did beare to them, yet have reafon to acknowledge a 
great deliverance of them in the difappointing of this Plot, not onely 
the perfons particularly defigned to deftru€&ion, but alfo many hun- 

dreds of thofe who ht themfelves fafe enough, would have beene . 

 inivolved in the common flaughter. 

Secondly, let us confider the greatneffe of the deliverance in the ful- 

neffe'of it. Though many thoufands were deftinate todeftru&tion, yet

- oneperfon that we know,pf loft, no not fo much as one Peny : this 

Wasa great deliverance. | 

Thirdly, let us confider the greatnefle of the deliverance by the {mal- 
nefle of the meanes. A deliverance in a manner without any helpea- 
gainft a yreat Power : without any forelight againft a vigilant enemy : 

_ that God might have all the glory, and man onely the. knowledge of 
his owne weakenefle, | 

Fourthly, a deliverance in st cafe,when the enemy wat con~ 
fiderit, when the preferved were fearefull. bapa 
~ Fiftly, a deliverance in the very nicke of time, immediately before the 
havebeeneatted, Pr 
~ Sixtly, a deliverance that hath vouchfafedto make for the prefent, - 
the place fafe,the inhabicants ina becter pofture for the future, which 
may in probability tend tothe peace of the whole kingdonie. How- 
ever it bee that things fucceed, yet furely therecould-not be away.ih- 
likelihood that might have tended to the fhortni ng of this warre, and - 
fo confequently to the peace and quietnefle of this kingdome more © 
_ effe&tuall then this, that God was pleafed to dzliver this City: And - 
- which is of all the mokt bleffed effe&, it hath redounded to Gods glo- | 
ry by many thank{givings to him, which wechis day with the accla- 
mations of our foules give unto him:and I doubt not but that it will 
tend much to the undeceiving of the people from thofe hard thoughts » 
they have had ofthe godly as turbulent, and difcover the deepe wick-- 
édijes that is in the hearts of maligaane their _ 
pretences, {0 that I hopein.time it that as in the dayes 
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fous God will bring it to paffe that no dog fhall move his ‘tongue a- 
gaink his people, and all will {cea pnvenl ead reformation ‘in the di- 
{cipline of che Church, which is the great defire ofall the godly inthe | 
Land. I willexprefle my conceits unto you. J haveconceived this plot 
in the intention of it, and many circumftancesinit very like that ever 
to be abhorred Maflacre at Paris in France under Charles the ninth of 
France, and the dilcovery and difappointment like unto that of the 
Cattle and Citie of Dublin in Ireland fomewhat more then a yeare fince, 
‘by which alchough the warre and mifery of that kingdome hath not 
 beene altogether prevented, yet hath beene through the Almightics _ 
fole power ina great meafire leflened. Doubtlefle the fame fpirit of 
 Antichrilt hath moved in all thefe plots, and this prelent warre is {et 
onfoot by the fame Fefxiticall. Achitopbels, by the fame Catholique 
league, tis thefame plot that began in Scotland, but lighted on 2 
land, and now.ina heavy manner on Eagland. Itis plaine enough to 
every one that will conlider theagents, the circumftances of it that 
isthe plot of Papilts,andJefuited fpirits to reot out the Proteftanc 
Religion under other pretences. And God doth begin now to difco- 
~ver it, and [ doubt not but will more difcoverit, and cleare the inno- 
cency of his people, and adde deliverances to them, but ruine and 
downefall to that Antichriltian ftace. What are wee to doe this day 
_ but to acknowledge-the greatnefle of this deliverance, to magni 
God our deliverer, and canfe the voyce of his praifé to bee heard; to, 
rejoyce in Gods worke which he hath done? Though we may not re- 
joyce in the mifery of any man as delighting in it, though we are not 
toinfulcoverthem, but to pity them, whodid not pity us, though 
we are Mot to reproach them, but to pray for them, that God would — 
foften their heartsand open their eyes,that they may fee againitwhom | 
‘they ftrive; yet for as much as the Scripture faith, Tbe righteoms fball 
pejoyce when be feeth the vengeance, bis feet in the blaod of the 
wicked,P/al.§8. 10, that God may bee magnified wee are to rejoyce 
that they arecaft downe, and that God hath vouchfafed unto his peo- 
plea day of deliverance, and (blefled.behis name) a day of thank{j- 
_ ving without any interruption. I befeech you let not this mercy be loft, 
cron ae gto memoriall of it, let not this day be loft, {pend it not 
~ onely in cafe from labour and carnall mirth, but remember that Dess 
nobis bec stia fecit,, God-hath donethis greatthing for us, and lec our. 
_ fejoyeing be in God, our prayfes of him, Ob prayfe our Gud all-yee pevr 
plesand let tbe vayce of bis praife be beard, which endnes our foule with life, and 
not our feet to flip. Andin your praifes obferve thefe 
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Firft, remember the great deliverance of all the 
_ deliverance which theLord Jefus the great Captaine of our Salvation 


hath gotten for us by his death over Hell and Death. Every delive- 
rance we have from theinferiour inftruments of Satan the great adver- 
fary fhould lead to the remembrayce of the gaand deliverance from Hell 
eternally toberemembred, 
Secondly, let this deliverance confirme your faith, & ere& your hope 
in expectation of thofe great diliverances which all Gods people long 
for,even the great deliverance from Antichrift when God will judge the 
whore, and avenge the fea of blood that hath beene drunke thel ma- 
ny hundreds of yeares by that cruell dominion of the Papacy, which 
all that love Jefus Chrift doe earneftly pray for and endeavour: the de- 
liverance from Gog and Magog when their great multitudes hall bee o- 
verthrowne:the deliverance from the grave,when the Earth and the Sea 
fhall give up their dead. Tearne we to argue as the Apoftle doth,2 Cor, 
1,10, who delivered ws from{o great a death, and doth deliver; in whom 
we truft that he will yet deliver us, God hath delivered this Citie and 
therefore will deliver his Church which is his owne City. Ic is the 
vatgumentation of the Apoftle here. God delivered Nosb from the old 
world at thedeluge, he delivered Lot out of Sudom, and therefore, God 
knoweth bow to deliver the godly out of Temptation. One deliverance is 
enough to conclude a fucceflion of deliverances. All Gods deliveran- 
ces are grounded upon the fame reafon, and therefore the aflurance of 
one is a confirmation of our faith concerning all. 
- Thirdly, learne todelight thy felfei learne to glory and make 
thy boaftinhim. Say as Nebuchadnezzar himfelfe acknowledged, Dan. 
3.29. T bere is no other God that can deliver after this fort. We that hopein 
thelivingGod, thattruft in Chrift Jefus fhould raife our fpiritstoan 
high and holy magnanimity and courage in our God,defpifethe Idols — 
that furerftitious perfonsmagnity. Hath God deliveredus? Haththe - 
Sonne of God faved us? away then with Crofles,Crucifixes,dead Saints, | 
Images, Reliques, breaden Gods; they are buedead things, they can- 
not deliver,thcy are but vanitie and lies, there is no breath, thereisno | - 
truftinthem. Lecus exalt our God and fa,, Our Godis theliving 
God & an everlaiting King, the portion of Facobis notlikethem,/frack | 
is the rod of his inheritance, -Ferem.10. Our God isa God that cande- 
liver, and doth deliver, and will deliver. Letthe experiment of Gods 
deliverance.raife our hearts to-an high apprehenfion of the power, and: 
-excellency and worthincffe of our
